When Abe 
Kosoff, a dealer who later went on to become the founder of the 
Professional Numismatists Guild, held his first auction in 1940, 
Julius Guttag was a consignor. 

The Howard Collection of colonial and early American coins has 
been off the market for many years. All were purchased from noted 
researcher Don Taxay in the 1970s. A special nod goes to Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard C. Jewell, familiar figures and longtime friends. In the 
past we have featured other items from his collection, including 
naming a sale after him. This particular catalog features many of 
the fabulous type coins from the Jewell Collection. 
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Continuing with our cover consignors, the Harold Martin and 
Tony Morris Collections will delight bidders with a wide variety 
of classic United States type coins.

Q. David Bowers 
Chairman Emeritus 
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The Guttag Family - Lives in Numismatics

During the 1920's and 
1930's there were few names 
in the numismatic world as 
well known as Henry and Julius 
Guttag, prominent New York 
City numismatists and securities 
dealers. The brothers were the 
owners of Guttag Brothers, with 
offices on Wall Street and Stone 
Street in lower Manhattan. Their 
first numismatic ads in 1920 
offered to buy 100 Isabella 
quarters for $45 and announced 
that, "We are quantity dealers." 

Julius Guttag had become 
a coin collector at 15 and remained deeply involved in the field 
right down to his death in 1962. He was Life Member 24 of the 
American Numismatic Association (ANA). In 1924 he became 
the chief proponent of Coin Week that soon expanded into a 
nationwide annual event directed by the ANA that later became 
known as National Coin Week. 

Henry took a less active public role in numismatics but shared his 
brother's belief in finding and sharing knowledge, beginning in 1921 
with the release of their premium catalog, Rare Coins of the United 
States, a 122-page guide that competed with B. Max Mehl's successful 
Star Rare Coin Encyclopedia and several other widely distributed dealer 
price guides. In 1924 they published a reprint of Lyman H. Low's 1899 
title, Hard Times Tokens. 

In 1924, in the flood tide of national and personal prosperity, 
the brothers published with Pennsylvania's Dr. George Hetrich the 
first edition of their epic Civil War Tokens and Tradesmen's Cards. 
This work listed 6,000 varieties of Civil War-era store cards, 600 
Patriotic tokens and presented 16 plates. Guttag-Hetrich remained 
the most widely used guide to Civil War material until the 1960's. 


Next came a contribution 
to U.S. Colonial numismatic 
literature, the 1925 20-page 
guide illustrated with line 
drawings, New Jersey Cents. 
Probably the most ambitious 
Guttag effort was the 1927 
Coins of the Americas, Part I, 
devoted to U.S. coins and Part 
II, Mexico, Central and South 
America and West Indies. Hard 
cover copies of this title are still 
to be found in use today. 

On October 21-22,1927, the 
Guttag firm announced its only 
numismatic auction, with its Catalogue of Auction Sale of Rare and 
Valuable Coins to be held at the offices of Guttag Brothers. During 
the 1920's the firm ran its institutional ads on the back cover of 
every issue of The Numismatist, journal of the ANA. The world of 
the Guttags and millions of other Americans came crashing down 
in October 1929 with the catastrophic stock market crash that 
annihilated Coolidge Prosperity, the Big Bull Market and President 
Herbert Hoover's confident assertion that the United States was 
within sight of banishing poverty forever. 

In December 1929 the last Guttag Coin Bulletin was mailed 
and all coin advertising ceased. The brothers reportedly lost more 
than $9 million in The Crash but apparently fell back on their coin 
collections for support. They were not broke and when in early 1935, 
the city of Hudson, N.Y. prepared to celebrate its Sesquicentennial 
with an issue of 10,000 silver commemorative half dollars designed 
by Chester Beach, Julius Guttag played a large role in this coin's 
distribution.

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The Hudson coins were to go 
on sale on June 28, but by July 2 
it was announced that the entire 
issue was sold out. What was not 
announced was that the issue 
had in fact been "distributed" 
almost entirely to Hudson Mayor 
Frank Wise and Julius Guttag. 

The New York dealer paid 90 
cents per coin, and was able to 
promptly sell them for $4 and $5 
each. 

The name Guttag was later 
associated with the then- 
fashionable Westchester suburb 
of New Rochelle and distribution of the 1938 New Rochelle half 
dollar. Another commemorative coin profiteer, L.W. Hoffecker of El 
Paso, Texas, told a Congressional investigating committee that the 
Hudson coin was called the "Guttag half Dollar," by fellow dealers 
after Julius Guttag's commanding position at the coin's release. The 
Guttag family was also a factor in several other commemorative 
issues, notably among the many coins that appeared during the 
busy year 1936. 

Less costly today are several types of Guttag medals that 
remind the world of the firm's existence. Designed by Jonathan 
M. Swanson, the 30 millimeter pieces honored coin and stamp 
collecting, young numismatists, Coin Week, Washington and 
Lincoln while advertising the firm's various specialties, including 
coins, stocks, bonds and foreign money. B. Max Mehl brought radio 
to coin collecting in Fort Worth, Texas, and the Guttags brought it 
to public radio through broadcasts on the popular station WOR. 


Many Guttag coins were sold 
after 1940 through the youthful, 
hard-driving Abe Kosoff, who 
also sold the Guttag library, 
cataloging the books with vast 
effort and time with decidedly 
limited profit. During these 
years, the Guttag Civil War 
token collection was sold to old- 
line Maryland dealer John Zug, 
better known for his handling of 
gold coins. 

Advertising this collection for 
sale, Zug noted that it contained 
5,600 varieties including 80 
silver, 100 gilt, 890 brass, 220 white metal, 190 copper-nickel, 
210 nickel or German silver, 120 zinc and 30 lead. The balance 
was composed of copper or bronze tokens. This historic collection 
was housed in 15 National coin albums. The Guttag brothers 
accomplished much and overcame many setbacks in their long 
careers, giving coins associated with their names a special cachet.

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The Rajj Collection of U.S. Gold Coins 



The consignor of the Rajj Collection bought his first gold coin in 
the early 1980s and within a short time he was bitten by the gold 
bug. In January of this year, we proudly offered his large collection 
of world gold coins, which was formed with the goal of obtaining 
the largest coins from every country then listed in the standard 
catalogs. When it came to collecting U.S. coins, this consignor still 
continued with an eye toward gold coins, but also focused more 
sharply on rarity and quality. The U.S. coins were collected chiefly 
throughout the 1980s and early 1990s, and have been off the 
market since that time. Among the coins are a dozen U.S. gold 
proofs, including a high grade example of the famed 1879 Flowing 
Hair Stella, and a well-rounded and incredible selection of 30 
territorial gold coins from the Bechtlers' to the Colorado issues, 
with a particular emphasis on California issues. 


Important highlights of this impressive collection include 
a splendid example of the truly rare 1821 half eagle graded 
AU-55 (NGC), CAC, and a colorfully toned 1831 $5 in MS-62 (NGC). 
Eagles boast a frosty first-year-of-issue 1795 Capped Bust, Small 
Eagle $10 graded MS-62 by NGC and an impressive 1801 example 
in MS-63 (PCGS). Later issues include a majestic Proof-66 (PCGS) 
example of the super low-mintage 1911 half eagle. No offering of 
gold coins would be complete without the famous 1879 Flowing 
Hair Stella rarity, and the example from the Rajj Collection is among 
the finest known. In the fantastic grade of Proof-66 Cameo (NGC), 
this coin is near the top of the census. 


Patterns of gold coin denominations are not to be missed either, 
as the Rajj Collection boasts a rare and important 1877 Judd-1547 
Pattern Half Union in copper, one of only 10 specimens known 
to exist. Encapsulated in a Proof-64 BN (NGC) holder, and CAC 
verified, this coin has also "crossed" to PCGS and is accompanied 
by a Photo Certificate from that firm. Territorial coins are another 
highlight of this tasteful collection, and include an 1851 Humbert 
$50 octagonal "slug" graded AU-55+ (PCGS), CAC, an 1860 
Mormon $5 in AU-55+ (NGC), and an exquisite (1849) Miners 
Bank $ 10 rarity graded AU-55 by PCGS and awarded a green CAC 
sticker. 


Nearly 150 coins from the Rajj Collection - mostly gold but 
a few in other metals -- can be found in both the Rarities Night 
session as well as the regular sessions of our Official August ANA 
sale. Further selections from this impressive collection will appear 
in future Stack's Bowers auctions. 
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The William Porter Collection 


William Porter, a man with a long list of impressive 
accomplishments, is perhaps best known as the founder and 
chairman of E*TRADE. Over the course of the last sixty years, 
William has both launched and managed numerous technologically 
based ventures to develop new products, services and markets. His 
daunting resume includes senior positions at General Electric's 
Advanced Electronics Center at Cornell University, Stanford 
Research Institute, Trelleborg Rubber Company, and he has founded 
E*TRADE Group, KAP and ATP LLC, and International Securities 
Exchange, Inc. Presently he is the owner and general manager of 
Wai Koa LLC, a mahogany plantation on Kauai in Hawaii. 

The most high profile of Bill's ventures, E*TRADE, began as 
Trade*Plus in 1982 as a software company designed to service 
brokers whereby customers would be able to input trades to their 
brokers electronically. The first of its kind, the software provided 
automated stock market information, instant stock trading, banking 
and investment record maintenance. With the tiny start-up sum of 
just $15,000 Bill and his partner Bernie Newcomb rented an office 
over a barbershop in Palo Alto, California and bought their first 
"real" computer, which stood four feet tall, two feet wide and one 
foot deep! 

After partnering with several large brokerages,Trade*Plus began 
to turn a profit, only to see its customers leave to develop their 
online businesses in-house. While Bill desperately and tireless strove 
to reel in new clients, money became tight, a situation exacerbated 
by the stock market crash in 1987. From that moment on, Bill 
began to seriously consider the concept of turning Trade*Plus into 
a brokerage themselves. After considerable work, E*TRADE was 
born, no longer a broker service, but an actual online broker in its 
own right. More than 4,000,000 customers worldwide have used 
the service and have executed more than 50 million trades through 
the system. In 2000, CNN hailed Bill as the "forefather of online 
trading." 


As if the success of E*TRADE was not enough, in 2000, Bill 
founded the International Securities Exchange, an all-electronic 
options exchange. The ISE was the first new securities exchange 
in the U.S. in 29 years and is now the number one equity options 
exchange in the world. 

Bill holds patents on 14 different inventions, most of which are 
classified as "Secret" by the U.S. government. 

In addition to his lifelong dedication to business pursuits, Bill 
also harbors a passion for coin collecting. His activity began later 
in life, starting around 2005, and his interest lies primarily in the 
realm of Carson City Mint coinage, spurred on by his interest in 
early gold mining in that region and enamored as he is by the "Old 
West." He purchased with gusto from major auction houses for 
four years, during which time he built nearly complete sets of dimes 
through double eagles, missing only a few of the major rarities. 

Offered for sale in Stack's Bowers Galleries official auction of 
the Chicago ANA World's Fair of Money and ANA/PNG Pre-show 
are U.S. type coins, with emphasis on gold issues, nearly all of which 
are from the Carson City Mint. Double eagle highlights include an 
1871-CC example in AU-53 (PCGS), the second rarest of the CC 
double eagles in high grades, and an 1877-CC in MS-62 (PCGS). 
Eagles include an 1870-CC graded AU-50 by NGC, an important 
condition census rarity, and an 1878-CC graded AU-55 (NGC), a 
satisfying low-mintage coin. Among half eagles is an 1872-CC 
in AU-58 (NGC) that is at the top of the census and an MS-63 
(NGC) 1881-CC rarity that is tied for finest certified by NGC. Silver 
coins boast a desirable example of the low-mintage 1878-CC half 
dollar and an 1870-CC Seated Liberty dollar, a remarkably choice 
example of this historic first year Carson City Mint issue. 
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The Richard C. Jewell Collection 


Richard Cullen Jewell was born on February 14th, 1945. He 
spent the early part of his life in and near New York City in Staten 
Island, Woodside and Jackson Heights. His high school and college 
years were spent traveling to the borough of Brooklyn to receive a 
fine Franciscan education. 

His first exposure to coins came in the late 1950s when his 
grandfather gave him and his sibling a group of Morgan and Peace 
silver dollars, with the understanding "not to spend them right 
away, 'cause they could be worth much more in the future." And so 
they were put away and forgotten for decades. 

Richard's interest in coins was not reawakened until 1984, when 
his mother, Lorraine, bought him his first modern commemorative 
coin set celebrating the Olympic Games in Los Angeles. This interest 
was short lived and it was back to work and raising a family. 


We are delighted to once again feature in the pages of our 
catalog another portion of this fine gentleman's holdings. Here 
we present his United States type set, along with an impressive 
selection of rare U.S. pattern coins highlighted by a group of very 
rare $3 patterns, as well as impressive collection of the famous 
Amazonian pieces. 

Lastly, we add a few of Richard Jewell's own words. To his friends 
in numismatics and particularly those who helped him acquire the 
many pieces he has enjoyed along the way, he offers, "Thanks folks 
for the adventures and may the 'journey's path never end!'" 

And to his family, he offers the following, "Lastly I truly have to 
say a special 'thank you' to my wife, Fran, and daughter, Alison, for 
their love and support during my 'collecting frenzies.'" 



In the 1990s, however, came the exciting news about a long-lost 
ship laden with gold being found in the ocean depths off the coast 
of the Carolinas. In time, details concerning the S.S. Central America 
were revealed, an almost incredible saga that piqued his curiosity 
in a large way. Soon after, he began his collection in earnest. First 
focusing on the challenging $3 gold series (a magnificent collection 
which we featured in our [ANR] March 2005 sale), his interests 
later developed into a wide range of specialties. Richard Jewell 
remains a passionate collector and continues to enjoy various 
aspects of numismatics.

TheTeich Family Collection focuses on sets 
of all sorts, including a powerful collection of 
U.S. Proof Sets issued by the Mint from 1858 
into the mid-20th century, as well as sets of 
Proofs by series— Indian Head cents, two-cent 
pieces, three-cent nickels, Shield and Liberty 
nickels, and more.

The 
only issue in the Massachusetts Bay Colony series of any 
denomination to bear a date other than 1652, in this case 
1662.

The lower peripheral devic¬ 
es are more or less off the flan, as such, and there are areas 
of blank planchet along the upper borders on both sides. The 
central devices are quite sharply defined, but the peripher¬ 
ies exhibit irregular detail that is at least partially attributable 
to a sizeable reverse planchet flaw (as made) at 10 o'clock.

A neat Oak Tree shilling if 
ever there was one. Bold steel gray surfaces with devices 
nicely centered and sharply struck. Some scattered ticks are 
evident, but no heavy marks of any size disturb the in-hand 
appearance. Now for the fun part. Struck on a clipped, pos¬ 
sibly after striking, and ragged planchet with the clip at the 
12:00 position and the ragged edge at 9:00, both relative 
to the obverse. Enough of the planchet is missing that we 
can call this, good-naturedly, an Oak Tree tenpence. The clip 
obscures AS on the obverse and ND on the reverse, while the 
ragged edge intrudes on the N of IN and a fissure reaches 
to the tree, which is sharply struck and fully delineated; the 
ragged edge details obscure the D in DOM on the reverse. A 
notable planchet rift is seen from the reverse rim at 4:00 that 
reaches to the second I in the denomination. A pity this piece 
suffered so much in the manufacturing process, as its sharp¬ 
ness and centering are extraordinary for the issue.

Apart from two neatly executed bends and a moderate size 
planchet flaw (as made) at 1 o'clock on the obverse, this 
piece is quite smooth, although we also note a couple of tiny 
digs in isolated areas on both sides that appear to be teeth 
marks. In fact, these digs, when coupled with the aforemen¬ 
tioned bends, suggest that this coin was purposely bent to 
be used as a "witch piece" during the Salem Witch Trials of 
1692-1693.

One side of 
the medal depicts the retreat of the American Continental 
Army from Rhode Island in 1778 while the other shows the 
flagship of Britain's Admiral Lord Richard Howe. Although 
the depiction of Howe's flagship is generally thought to be 
satirical —thus alluding to the eventual British flight from 
Narragansett Bay, Rhode Island in 1779 — some numismatic 
researchers suggests that the medal is entirely pro British in 
design and intent. One of these numismatists, John Kleeberg 
(quoted in Q. David Bowers' Whitman Encyclopedia of Co¬ 
lonial and Early American Coins, 2009) even suggests that 
the Rhode Island Ship medals are of Dutch manufacture and 
were produced at a time when that country was debating 
whether or not to enter the wider War for Empire that in¬ 
cluded the American Revolution (the Dutch eventually de¬ 
clared war on Great Britain). 

This is one of the nicest brass impressions of any variety or 
type of Rhode Island Ship medal ever to pass through this 
cataloger's (Jeff Ambio's) hands. Bathed in dominant brassy- 
gold color, a few small swirls and spots of charcoal tinting 
have minimal effect on the outward appearance of this 
piece. Sharply defined throughout, and free of troublesome 
abrasions or other handling marks.

One of just 12 reported 
to have been struck by Bolen. This was an issue that Bolen 
grew to regret, as indicated here, in his own lightly edited 
words from 1905: " &"At that time, besides myself, quite 
a number here were numismatists and had fine collections; 
one of them suggested that I make Fac-similes of the rare 
coins. They could not procure the original coins and wanted 
to fill spaces in their collection, but did not like electrotypes. 

I accordingly started with the Bar Cent, and so on with the 
others, seven in all. Although I never thought or tried to pass 
one as genuine. I have often regretted having issued them as 
I have been informed that they have been worn or rubbed 
and made to look old, then sold as genuine. I spent a great 
deal of time on them; on one I worked from a genuine coin, 
on the others from very fine electrotypes. They are all quite 
scarce now. They were not a financial success to me. Many 
of the best collectors did not like it because I cut these dies, 
which is another reason why I am sorry I issued them. But it 
has all passed and gone now, and most of the many collec¬ 
tors and old friends to whom I was well known, have passed 
away to the "great unknown." To the few who may still be 
living, I hope (if they receive this Catalogue) it will be a pleas¬ 
ant reminder of old times.

Central 
weakness at the eagle, as usually seen; a boldly struck eagle 
on a Mott token is seldom if ever seen. Late die state, cud 
at viewer's upper left of the regulator on the reverse. Rare 
so fine, with no examples called mint state in the RB or RD 
category; any RD specimen would be naturally suspect to this 
writer! A high-quality example of an issue that was probably 
struck around 1839 to celebrate what would be the com¬ 
pany's celebration of 50 years in business; the "look" is not 
that of the usual 18th century token. Conjecture and gut 
feelings aside, we feel the present piece is easily among the 
finest pieces we have seen in a long while, and we imagine 
bidding action will support that theory.

Free of corrosion or spots, only minor marks 
and a few scattered old scratches, light friction on highest 
points, very nice for the grade. Double struck on a screw 
press to bring up the full relief. A small number of tin strikes 
of this medal were produced ca. 1801, after Aaron Burr (a 
former cohort of Gates) delivered the dies to the Philadelphia 
Mint. Just how the dies migrated from Paris, where the origi¬ 
nal gold presentation specimen and some small number of 
other examples were struck, to Philadelphia is unknown. To¬ 
day, these crisp, early die state strikings in tin are very scarce.

This medal is not much more common, in abso¬ 
lute terms, and specimens appear at auction infrequently.

Medal, Reverse Splasher. Betts-615. Tin. VF. 48.1 mil¬ 
limeters. 191.3 grains. An extremely rare witness to the 
final stages before the production of the famed Libertas 
Americana medal, a relic which likely passed through the 
hands of the medal's sponsor, Benjamin Franklin. Dark gray 
surfaces show some handling in the fields and some raised 
detritus, the plain back is laid down on paper, apparently 
a part-printed document in French, with "dates de letters 
d'avis" or "dates of letters of notification" visible. The rim 
is broken from about 2:00 to 5:00, still attached at the 5:00 
point but separated for the arc of its length from the main 
body of the medal. It is no great surprise that this piece is 
not in perfect condition; what is a surprise is that it exists. 
Splashers like this were a temporary form, an 18th century 
photocopy of sorts, a quick and easy way to show what a die 
looked like in a soft metal that could be melted back down 
and used again. Most did not survive, instead, they were ex¬ 
amined and destroyed. This one, somehow, lasted 230 years. 
On March 17, 1783, Franklin sent an epreuve, the French 
word for "proof," to Sir William Jones while noting "the 
engraving of my medal, which you know was projected be¬ 
fore the peace, is but just finished. None are yet struck in 
hard metal, but will be in a few days." Ready for harden¬ 
ing, the dies of the Libertas Americana medal were by that 
point complete. It was at this time that the present specimen 
was produced; indeed, it could be the very piece Franklin 
sent to Jones. Few were made. Jones, who helped Franklin 
conceive the legends, was essentially given a preview copy. 
Other Libertas Americana splashers exist. A single specimen 
with the misspelling INTANS instead of INFANS survives, ex 
Ford, and a specimen with the legends hand-engraved in by 
Dupre also exists, the latter selling for $63,250 in our 2009 
Philadelphia Americana sale after bringing $57,500 just over 
a year earlier. This tin impression from the finished reverse 
die, despite its imperfect condition, represents one of a very 
small number of production artifacts from America's most 
famous and historic medal. Probably personally pressed into 
molten tin by Dupre himself, this splasher would have most 
likely been made to Franklin's eyes. As noted, this could be 
the exact piece sent to Jones, who proposed the reverse leg¬ 
end to Franklin in the first place. Its precise history shrouded, 
its rarity is of the utmost. It would be the centerpiece of any 
cabinet focused on early medallic Americana.

Nice surface quality overall, some scattered 
marks from non-numismatic handling, a commonly wit¬ 
nessed phenomenon on original Comitia Americana med¬ 
als. Some light marks are seen at central reverse, where 
the sinking reverse die has left a convexity in the field. Two 
heavy nicks are present at the truncation of Washington's 
bust at the end of the legend, rim lightly bruised below 3:00 
on the reverse, to little consequence. The reverse state is 
quite buckled, representing a late point in the continuum 
before this die - the die used on the gold specimen struck 
for Washington himself - was replaced by the error reverse 
die which, though made first, seems to have been used 
second. Presumably, this marriage was dissolved before 
the end of the 18th century or at least early in the 19th. 
Any original Washington Before Boston medal is rare. While 
Adams and Bentley recorded 52 specimens, they did not 
break this down further among those with the original re¬ 
verse, like this one, those with the error reverse, and those 
struck after that error was corrected. The Baker-Fuld work 
has often placed the population from this die pair at 8 to 10 
pieces, which is proveably low, but we would be surprised if 
the total surpassed a couple dozen. Most of these are heavily 
handled, struck in the 18th century for non-collectors who 
were close to the beginnings of the American Experiment 
and thus not handled as gingerly as those pieces from the 
mid 19th century which went, in gloved hand, direct from 
dies to cabinet. A specimen like this, struck from the same 
dies as the gold specimen granted Washington by Congress 
and the silver specimen presented him by Thomas Jefferson 
in 1790, wears its history well and would be an evocative 
addition to any cabinet.

Only small numbers of the "gunmetal" versions 
of these medals were made, perhaps because the swirling, 
matte texture of their surfaces was not as appealing as the 
reflective Paris Mint strikings of the era, or perhaps because 
these transfer dies were prone to breakage and had a useful 
life of only a few hundred strikes. While all other examples 
of Julian MI-1 before about 1890 were coined in Paris, this 
type was, in keeping with Julian's theme, actually coined at 
the U.S. Mint.

6182 Undated (Circa 1777) Benjamin Franklin Portrait Pla- 
quette. Ivory Uniface. Unc. 64.1 millimeters X 62.7 mil¬ 
limeters. Older bust of the printer, philosopher, scientist, and 
diplomat in civil dress in a 50mm circle carved in what is al¬ 
most certainly Mammoth Ivory, semi-fossil material used in 
great quantities by 17th and 18th century artists. Carved be¬ 
fore or during the American Revolution, this handsome piece 
predates today's Endangered Species laws. A tubular integral 
hanger was skillfully bored through the back and top rim, 
invisible from the front. Franklin wears a four-button tunic 
with lace ruffle at the neck, one of the carefully understated 
" Franklin fashions" that he made the rage of the French court 
during his tenure as American envoy to the Court of King 
Louis XVI. Perhaps more lifelike than the familiar Nini like¬ 
ness, this carving shows the statesman with furrowed brow 
and multiple chins. Charles Coleman Sellers in his Benjamin 
Franklin in Portraiture records Franklin's correspondence with 
French artist Mane, commenting on plusieurs Medaillons 
executes au Tour, many medallions produced on the lathe 
presented to the Royal Academy of Sciences specifically in¬ 
cluding a portrait piece of Franklin himself. Sellers illustrates 
an original model and an unglazed porcelain medallion now 
in the Henry E. Huntington Library and Art Gallery, virtually 
identical to the present Ivory. Seller concludes, "It is possible 
that the medallion he had presented to the Academie is the 
original from which an engraving of a turned medallion cop¬ 
ied from the Sevres piece was made..." To our knowledge, 
this is the second time such an Ivory has appeared in a nu¬ 
mismatic auction, the first appearance of this piece being 
in our January 2002 Americana Sale. No comparable piece 
has ever appeared and this exciting Ivory rarity remains un¬ 
matched for beauty, high artistry and undeniable historical 
importance.

RATION OF INDEPENDENCE / SIGNED July 4 1776 within an 
endless wreath with a six-pointed star above. The die work 
is reminiscent of, yet not punch linked to, that of the 1826 
Semicentennial medal known as HK-2. We disagree with 
the Ford cataloguer on the dating of this variety, as noth¬ 
ing about its texture resembles the finely made products we 
know to have been struck in the United States in the 1850s. 
We feel very comfortable dating this to the 50th anniversary 
celebration of 1826. This piece has been holed twice, once 
at 12:00, now filled with foreign matter, and again more 
crudely at 1:00. There is some plaque and minor corrosion, 
and the rims show the damage expected of a tin medal that 
has been worn and handled. We have never seen, head of, 
or seen published another example beyond this example and 
the Ford piece. It would be an exciting addition to any Ameri¬ 
can medal collection despite its grade.

A wreath of produce and cereals surrounds George Wash¬ 
ington on horseback, all within legend THE CONFEDERATE 
STATES OF AMERICA : 22 FEBRUARY 1862 DEO VINDICE (By 
God the Avenger). The Seal was ordered from the famous 
British die-sinking firm by CSA envoy James M. Mason. The 
date is that of the Inauguration of President Jefferson Davis, 
an event that transpired on the birthday of George Wash¬ 
ington. A solitary Silver impression reached the Confederate 
capital of Richmond, Virginia on April 3, 1865 and was hid¬ 
den there during the evacuation of the city, to be rediscov¬ 
ered in 1872 when Col. John T. Pickett, USA, was attorney 
for former CSA Clerk W. Bromwell, and handling the sale of 
the Confederate Archives to the U.S. government. A limited 
number of cased impressions were made by the Wyons in 
1872. A note card from the files of the late Steve Tanen- 
baum, collector, dealer, and friend to all who enjoyed all 
areas of exonumia, ephemera, and history, noted: "Impres¬ 
sions were made from the Confederate Seal twice for fund 
raising purposes. These Confederate Seal impressions were 
mounted in gutta percha or leather cases...cased specimens 
typically bring $2,000-$4,000 at auction."

Breen 
calls this die marriage (doubled letter T in CENT on the re¬ 
verse) a "First Restrike," which the author attributes to circa 
1856-1857. The present example appears to be an earlier 
striking from this die pairing, inasmuch as the repunching 
at the base of the digit 8 in the date is still relatively bold. 

A full strike and broad, squared off rims are also readily ev¬ 
ident, but more direct light angles are required to discern 
modest semi reflective tendencies in the fields. Such angles 
also call forth vivid gold, apricot and pale-lilac undertones to 
otherwise dominant sandy-olive patina. Overall smooth, and 
a probable Gem were the surfaces a bit more vibrant in ap¬ 
pearance. 

B-2 is the most frequently encountered die marriage of the 
restrike proof 1843 half cent, but such pieces are decidedly 
rare when viewed in the wider context of U.S. numismatics.

6265 1856 Flying Eagle. Snow-3. Proof-62 (NGC). This is not 
the most frequently encountered die marriage of the 1856 
Flying Eagle cent, and Snow-3 is much scarcer than the typi¬ 
cally offered Snow-9 variety. Writing in the 2001 book The 
Flying Eagle & Indian Cent Attribution Guide , 2nd Edition , 
Volume 1 , Rick Snow estimates that only about 700 exam¬ 
ples of this variety were struck, with 500 or so coins extant 
in all grades. Snow-3 dates to the first striking period for the 
1856 Flying Eagle cent (1856-early 1857), and it combines 
the Repunched 5 obverse with a High Leaves reverse. 

Brightly mirrored in the fields, other strong suits for this 
pretty piece include even pinkish-tan patina and an overall 
full strike. The obverse is virtually Choice even despite the 
presence of a few faint spots in the right field; the reverse 
exhibits scattered flyspecks that account for the Proof-62 
grade from NGC. A find for the collector seeking a scarcer 
die marriage of this historic and eagerly sought small cent 
issue.

While numis¬ 
matists had long assumed that the nickel three-cent piece 
was meant to replace its silver three-cent predecessor (which 
was hoarded alongside other precious metal coins during 
the War), the late Walter Breen (1988) opined that this type 
was actually issued to help retire fractional currency notes 
of three-cents face value. Although universally disliked, the 
"shinplasters" had become a necessity of commerce during 
the Civil War. 

Proof nickel three-cent pieces were struck every year the 
type was current, from 1865 through 1889. The first year 
1865 is the rarest issue in this proof series, the original mint¬ 
age unknown (it was not recorded by Mint personnel) but 
often estimated at 400-500+ coins. With nary a distracting 
blemish to pristine looking features, this lovely cameo fin¬ 
ish specimen ranks among the finest known.

The half dime 
was actually first produced in 1795. Some 86,416 examples 
of this denomination flowed from the presses in the Phila¬ 
delphia Mint that year, approximately 7,746 coins of which 
were impressed from 1794-dated dies. The 1794, therefore, 
has the distinction of being the premier issue in this series. 
It is also the rarer of the two deliveries that employ Robert 
Scot's Flowing Hair design and, as such, is highly prized for 
advanced type purposes. 

This is a deeply toned, near-Mint specimen whose surfaces 
are toned in thick, blended, steel-violet and sea-green colors. 
The latter shade is more extensive at the peripheries on each 
side of the coin. Boldly defined but struck with a very late 
state of the dies. Noticeable cracks are seen across the ob¬ 
verse, and reverse. One tiny indentation is noted to the right 
of Liberty's mouth.

The hospitality suite was held in 
our room at the Marriott (Jim Matthews and W. David Per¬ 
kins), and being in New York the rooms were small and at¬ 
tendance was high. Perhaps 30 people were crowded into 
the tiny room, with early coins being discussed and passed 
around with increasing volume related to the consumption 
of liquor and merriment. There was no place to stand at one 
point so famed collectors Russell Logan and Steve Crain went 
into the bathroom to discuss a particular half dime—perhaps 
one of the 1830 LM-1 Is on display—and in passing it back 
and forth it fell into the sink and down the drain. Engineer 
Russ was quickly sprawled out on the floor dismantling the 
pipes and recovered the errant half dime, then twisted the 
sink pipes back together. Meanwhile quite a line had formed 
for the restroom, but the sight of Russ Logan sprawled out 
on the floor of the bathroom in pursuit of the half dime that 
nearly got away will always bring a smile to my face. VG

Exceptional quality and one 
of the very finest seen of this rare and seldom offered proof 
issue. The original mintage is unknown, and the numbers of 
survivors is believed to be between just 30 and 40 pieces as 
the Philadelphia Mint was still a few years away from coin¬ 
ing larger and properly accounted for proofs. In 1856 proofs 
were struck on an "as needed" basis, with some years see¬ 
ing very few pieces produced, if any, while others a few doz¬ 
en or so, consistent through the 1820s until 1858. The eye 
appeal is extraordinary with rich blue and teal shades around 
the rims, rose-gold to the centers over the frosty devices. 
A thin wire edge or fin is seen at the extreme edge thanks 
to these "edge view" holders of NGC. Identifiable by a tiny 
planchet flake missing from the field between Liberty's calf 
and the final star, another on the reverse between the letters 
ST in the word STATES. 

Diagnostics for this proof issue include a sharp Double Die 
Obverse with doubling seen along the left border of the 
shield and at the base of Liberty's skirt lines. The few proofs 
seen from this year all share this obverse die. The reverse die 
has a die line from the top right of the letter R in AMERICA 
to the rim above; this reverse was also used to strike proof 
1857 Seated dimes. One of the three finest known for this 
rare issue within the Cameo designation, no Deep or Ultra 
Cameo coins have been certified by either service as of this 
writing.

It reads: "This is to certify that the 1876-CC Twen¬ 
ty Cent Obverse and Reverse impressions were made by me, 
in anodized aluminum foil over a lead blank, from the 
original cancelled dies recovered during the 1999 excavation 
at the Nevada State Museum, formally [sic] the Carson City 
Mint. Sincerely" over the signature of Kenneth E. Hopple, 
Chief Coiner, Historic Coin Press No. 1, Nevada State Muse¬ 
um, Carson City, Nevada. Another interesting letter accom¬ 
panies the lot, this being a detailed history of the discovery 
of the hoard of some 500 rusted dies and the manufacturing 
process associated with the presently offered lot.

This coin commemorates the 200th anniversary of the first 
European sighting of the Hawaiian or Sandwich Island chain 
by Captain James Cook in 1778. The Hawaiians had lived in 
peaceful harmony in their Garden of Eden for nearly 1,000 
years, tribes completely oblivious to the storm clouds brew¬ 
ing on the horizon. Their societal bonds were soon to be torn 
asunder by European visitors. Cook was one of the most dar¬ 
ing and admirable men of his day. He is commemorated here 
not only for his "discovery", but also because of his untimely 
demise at the hands of one of the natives who stabbed him 
in the back. This took place on Cook's second visit in 1779. 
The artist, Miss Juilette Mae Frazer, depicted a Hawaiian chief 
on the reverse. A similar high chief, Kamehameha I was the 
ruler of the Big Island (Hawaii) at the time of Cook's visit. 
A savvy giant of a man, Kamehameha acquired the latest 
military implements such as cannons and rifles in his drive 
to control the Island chain. This was finally accomplished in 
1810 with the submission of Kauai, the northernmost island. 
Kamehameha died nine years later. In all, there were 9,950 
Hawaiian Half Dollar Commemoratives sold, half of which 
were reserved for island residents. Another 50 sand-blast 
presentation proofs were given to dignitaries.

For 
a coin of this thickness to be bent post-striking, there would 
have to be related damage to the surfaces, unless someone 
was carefully striving to bend a coin without harming the 
surfaces, which is of course a ridiculous assertion. The pres¬ 
ent piece shows an arcing depression in the field, opposite 
to the bulge of the bend, and clearly related. However, it oc¬ 
curred prior to striking, as evidenced by how it shows in the 
fields but does not affect the raised areas of the design.

Minor hairlines and scattered nicks are pres¬ 
ent along with a dusting of natural haze commonly seen on 
these delicate coins.

Of the 
three dates in the design type, the 1796 mintage of 4,146 pieces falls in the middle of the mintage figures for the Capped Bust Right, 
Small Eagle ten: 1795, the first date of the type, saw 5,583 pieces produced, while 1797, the final date of the three, had a mintage of 
3,615 pieces. BD-1 represents the only known die pairing for the date. Scarce in all grades with perhaps 125 to 175 examples known.

The Philadelphia 
Mint struck a mere 542 pieces, although the number distributed is actually only 472 coins since 70 pieces were retained in the Mint and 
eventually melted between 1915 and 1918. As beautiful as the design is, the Wire Rim ten proved impractical for regular issue produc¬ 
tion and was soon replaced by other designs, specifically the transitional Rolled Edge pieces of 1907 and eventually the "No Periods" 
type of the same year. 

The Mint did not release any Wire Rim Indian eagles into circulation, the coins instead being used for presentation to government of¬ 
ficials and other important personages. Given the manner in which the coins were distributed and subsequently handled, most surviving 
examples are Mint State. Yet since many coins were originally presented to non-numismatists, the typical Wire Rim ten encountered in 
today's market grades no finer than MS-64 due to the presence of significant handling marks. An important departure from the norm, 
this remarkable Gem possesses superior technical quality and eye appeal even for the MS-65 designation. The obverse is smooth enough 
to evoke thoughts of at least an MS-66 grade, while on the reverse a few wispy abrasions in the left field hardly detract. Overall smooth 
with a vibrant, satiny, orange-gold finish, a sharp strike is also easily seen. A loupe reveals myriad swirling die polish lines (as made) in 
the fields, as always present in survivors of this issue.

New Orleans Mint double ea¬ 
gles of any date seldom possess the strong eye appeal that we 
note for this CAC verified '61-0. Instead of heavily abraded 
surfaces, both sides of this piece reveal only wispy handling 
marks that are largely free of individually mentionable dis¬ 
tractions. Additional strong suits include warm, even, olive- 
orange color and bold to sharp definition to most features. A 
touch of glossiness to the texture is easily overlooked, such is 
the superior appearance of this key date twenty. 

The 1861-0 is the final New Orleans Mint double eagle of 
the Type I design, and the last coin of this denomination 
struck in that facility prior to 1879. The secession of Louisi¬ 
ana from the Union and the subsequent seizure of the New 
Orleans Mint by Confederate forces at the onset of the Civil 
War created a chaotic situation for the 1861 -0 double eagle. 
Examples were actually struck under authority of three dif¬ 
ferent governments: 

- United States: 5,000 coins struck January 1 -26, 1861 

- State of Louisiana: 9,750 pieces struck 
January 26-March 31, 1861 

- Confederate States: 2,991 coins struck April 1-30, 186 

Although it is impossible for tell for certain, it seems that the 
coins struck under authority of the Southern Confederacy 
are those that display a strong date with an obverse die crack 
from the rim at star 2 to Liberty's chin. The coin we offer 
here, without the aforementioned crack and the bottoms of 
the digits in the date weak, is probably attributable to the 
United States or Louisiana state governments. 

The 1861-0 as an issue is a scarce find in all grades, the total 
extant population probably numbering no more than 175 
coins. It is the seventh rarest of 13 dates in the New Orleans 
Mint double eagle series.

Fully struck and also 
satiny in texture, the devices offer appreciable cameo contrast to well mirrored fields. An appealing "orange peel" texture is also noted 
for the fields, which areas also reveal speckles of faint haziness that seem to be the only impediment to an even higher grade. Solidly 
graded and appealing Choice quality from a mintage of a mere 51 proof double eagles of the 1895 date.

The 1908 Motto is a low mintage 
issue with a mere 156,258 pieces produced, although it is 
obtainable enough in grades through MS-63. This issue is 
scarce in MS-64 by Saint-Gaudens double eagle standards, 
however, and it is conditionally rare in any sense as a properly 
graded Gem. Writing in the 2008 revision to David W. Akers' 
book A Handbook of 20th Century United States Gold Coins: 
1907-1933, in fact, Jeff Ambio accounts for a mere 40-50 
coins extant in MS-65, with just 15-20 examples finer.

The credit boom fueled 
the growth across the economy, with families buying their 
first car to go with their new homes right down to their new 
toasters, all on easy credit.

Thus became the 1930s, 
an era of tighter credit and a less expansive mood. By 1933 
under new President Franklin Roosevelt's tutelage, he decid¬ 
ed another goose of credit would solve the credit hangover, 
calling in all gold and pumping the economy with paper.

Inspired by the extensive California Fractional Gold 
coin series that began in the early 1850s and extended 
into the 1880s were many small gold charms and nov¬ 
elty pieces produced by various entities well into the 
20th century. Here we have the pleasure of offering 
a complete set of one of the better known series, the 
Coins of the Golden West, promoted by M.E. Hart Com¬ 
pany of San Francisco. In all, 36 different designs were 
struck for sale to collectors and as souvenirs at fairs. 
They commemorated the "pioneer days of the golden 
west," as taken directly from the advertising circulars 
that promoted them. Themes focused on California 
Gold, as well as Oregon, Washington, Montana, Idaho 
and Alaska gold. Motifs included Indian heads (similar 
to many of the fractional gold coin series), bears. Lib¬ 
erty heads, and others. They were sold individually, as 
sets of three organized by theme, and sets of 12 with 
a California or Alaska focus. Farran Zerbe, famous for 
his marketing of the Panama-Pacific commemorative 
gold coins, is known to have acquired hammered cop¬ 
per frames similar to those used for five and 10-piece 
Panama-Pacific coins to hold complete sets of these 
pieces sold by Hart. Complete sets are rare, and this 
one, offered individually here, is the first we recall hav¬ 
ing auctioned. However, in 1998 we had the pleasure 
of handling one of Hart's original circulars.

The edges are squared off and crisp, indicating that this bar was carefully prepared for presentation purposes, as 
further indicated by the back inscription W.V.S. / TO C.N. The bar also appears to have been polished before stamping. All sides are lightly 
and evenly toned in a pewter-gray patina with mostly light handling marks that are hardly worth mentioning. A mark is evident on the face 
below the letters EE in OWYHEE, and a production flaw is centered on the back. 

The following information on F.W. Blake is taken from Stack's catalog for Part XXI of the John J. Ford, J. Collection, October 2007, which in 
turn is attributed to A Historical Description and Commercial Directory of Owyhee County, Idaho (January 1898, Silver City Idaho), p. 101: 
Owyhee Avalanche (1898). 

Blake, Mr. F.W., was born in Boston, July 24, 1828. He went to California in 1852, settling in Weaverville, and engaging in the assaying busi¬ 
ness, and subsequently moved to Unionville, Nevada, where he opened an assay office, and was married to Miss Sarah Meador, of that place. 
In 1866 he came to Silver City, and was engaged as assayer for all the principal mines and mills in this locality. He erected the granite block 
on Washington Street, now occupied by Dave Adams, and took a very active interest in the affairs of the county generally. In 1873 he left 
with his family for New York, remaining there until 1875, when he returned to the west, locating at Prescott, Arizona, where he engaged in 
banking and assaying, and also as agent for Wells, Fargo & Company's express, and served one term as mayor of Prescott. His death occurred 
August 2, 1895, at Prescott, Arizona, and his widow and only son (a native of Silver City) still reside at Prescott, where his son carries on his 
father's business. This bar has the same general layout as the Blake & Co. Owyhee County mixed metal presentation ingots from the Ford 
Collection that appeared at auction in October 2007. The placement of all pertinent information on the face of the ingot, combined with 
the obvious care with which these pieces were prepared, establish this family of ingots as among the best produced by any Western assayer. 
Significantly, Blake's ingots from Silver City are superior in workmanship and quality to his earlier ingots produced in Unionville, Nevada, 
suggesting an improvement in his own skills as an assayer.

These areas have been 
carefully filled and tooled to form any missing device defini¬ 
tion with some skill. The color is a pleasing medium silver- 
gray with a touch of blue in the fields. Notice how much 
definition remains on the present coin, Liberty retains most 
of her curls, and the eagle's wing feathers are sharp. Moder¬ 
ate wear on the high points of the design as expected, but 
the overall presentation here is noteworthy as most of these 
1796 quarters show considerably more wear from circulation 
into far lower grades. 

The Philadelphia Mint finally got around the quarter denomi¬ 
nation in 1796, with just two pairs of dies used and coin¬ 
age for a total of 6,146 pieces for the entire year. Quarters 
were not struck again until 1804, and by then the reverse 
design had changed, so the 1796 quarter stands as a single 
year type coin and thus in great demand for the Small Eagle 
reverse.

Here indeed is a great American classic, with 
an error die on the obverse and a rare special configuration 
of three leaves (instead of the usual two) on the reverse be¬ 
low the eagle's wings. For many years this has been a "must 
have" variety for the early half dollar specialist. 

The example offered here is medium lilac-gray in tone with 
deeper highlights in the protected areas. Nicely presented for 
the grade with none of the heavy marks that can occur after 
a lengthy stay in circulation. In fact, this piece holds up well 
to magnified scrutiny, yielding nothing more than some scat¬ 
tered ticks for the effort. Overton-111 offers a "triple treat" 
for collectors. By way of expansion: first, the obverse fea¬ 
tures a boldly repunched date with the first set of numerals 
low and nearly in the dentils, and the second set repunched 
immediately above in a more central area. Second, this vari¬ 
ety also represents the only appearance of the Three Leaves 
reverse die. Finally, a heavy reverse die crack runs from the 
rim at 10 o'clock diagonally downward to the eagle's tail and 
probably accounts for the scarcity of the variety — it is also 
an easy diagnostic. This unusual crack is bi-planar in nature, 
somewhat like a shelf, with the surface to one side of the 
crack lower than on the other side. Only four examples of 
the variety have been graded finer than the present speci¬ 
men by PCGS. All told, an attractive coin and a scarce variety 
with a story to tell.

Serious students of the Capped Bust half dollar series know 
to look carefully at the edges, as the edge lettering can be 
missing, doubled, or partially applied, making for interesting 
variations, or more properly termed, mint errors. The pres¬ 
ent coin went through the Casting edge lettering machine 
twice. The first time, it slipped, causing some doubling and 
overlap in the edge device. The second time, the coin had 
flipped and went through in the machine in the opposite 
orientation. The edge is thus complex and interesting while 
the variation is probably quite rare. In Stephen Herrman's 
compilation of auction records, there is a section devoted 
to errors. One example of this variety is listed with doubled 
edge lettering, the second application flipped, as here. This 
coin was graded VF-30, and brought nearly $400 illustrating 
the value placed on the error. 

The present coin is a beautiful gem example, and far finer 
than any error listed for this date in Herrman. Beautiful pearl 
rosy gray dominates the surfaces, with attractive blue-gray 
iridescence near the rims. Excellent luster gives superb eye 
appeal. Even without considering the edge, this is a very nice 
example. Herrman lists just a single MS-66, and the Con¬ 
dition Census for the variety in the 4th Edition of Overton 
includes coins as low as MS-62.

Apparently a minor 
edge bruise was filed down just above the 9 o'clock area on 
the rim, but done with enough skill as to leave the delicate 
knife rim or wire edge intact.

four or five that are believed to exist, this historic rarity is 
seldom seen or offered. Toned in a deep russet-gold to blue 
at the rims, the centers are brighter silver with fantastic re¬ 
flectivity over both the devices and the fields. Moderate hair¬ 
lines and a scattering of reeding marks are present on the 
surfaces, and these account for the modest grade assigned. 
The reverse is of nicer quality, with fewer handling marks 
and the consistent high degree of reflectivity, along with per¬ 
fectly matching toning to the obverse. A coin that carries its 
own credentials, a small number of coins struck by specially 
polished dies are known (including this piece), and these are 
called Specimens at NGC because no official record exists 
that they were struck as proofs. The degree of reflectivity is 
much higher than seen on any circulation strike New Orleans 
coin of the period, furthermore there is an area within the 
left wing feathers near the shield where much of the defini¬ 
tion was entirely polished smooth in the effort to prepare 
these dies to strike these rare coins. A similar coin from these 
same dies was sold in our auction of the George "Buddy" 
Byers Collection in 2006. 

For the last seven years, this exact coin was on display at the 
New Orleans Mint in the Louisiana State Museum but was 
returned to our consignor for inclusion in this auction along 
with the balance of his CSA Collection. Ron Guth, used this 
same coin for his plate coin of the Seated Liberty half dollar 
series, so many have seen and know of the present coin and 
its historic background. 

Although there are no definitive records, these were certainly 
struck under the auspices of the State of Louisiana or the 
Confederate States of America as the New Orleans branch 
mint slipped under the control of each of these entities in the 
early days of 1861 through April of that year. 


As stated when the cataloguer (Jim Matthews) wrote the 
Byers catalogue in 2006 and again here, Branch mint proofs 
are rare animals indeed. They were struck in very limited 
quantities when some event transpired that was worth com¬ 
memorating. The New Orleans Mint seems to have produced 
the greatest number of such proofs over the long span of its 
tenure. San Francisco produced its fair share while Carson 
City and Denver produced just a handful each. For the col¬ 
lector who appreciates rarity and history, the present piece 
would be hard to best. Events unfolded in 1861 which tore 
this country to the core, and the terrible Civil War raged on 
until 1865. At the official ceremonies where the Confeder¬ 
acy took control of the New Orleans Mint, these Proof half 
dollars were likely given to dignitaries of the Confederacy. 
One can only imagine the gallery of historical figures who 
examined the present piece. 

Breen states that the official transfer of the New Orleans 
Mint took place at the end of February, 1861. The incum¬ 
bent officials being confirmed in their offices by swearing an 
oath of allegiance to the Confederacy. The officials were Wil¬ 
liam A. Elmore, Superintendent; A. J. Guiro, Treasurer; How¬ 
ard Millspaugh, Assayer; Dr. B. F. Taylor, Chief Coiner; M.F. 
Bonzaona, M. D., Melter and refiner. Interestingly Bonzano 
remained on duty as a Union spy, transmitting reports to the 
Treasury Department throughout the war. As contemporary 
reports likely exist of the transfer of the New Orleans Mint, 
the officials present would likely have been recipients of 
these proofs. When the Civil War finally ended in 1865, the 
New Orleans Mint was closed, but did reopen in 1879. One 
of the highlights of any collection, this rare and pedigreed 
historic coin is once again offered by Stack's-Bowers after a 
long hiatus since 1954.

A mere 1,100 business strikes of this date were struck, 
and the coins probably entered commercial channels in later 
years (perhaps even as late as the 1870s). Instead, increas¬ 
ing gold dollar production met the need for coins of this 
denomination in domestic circulation until the onset of the 
Civil War.

San Francisco was the most important em¬ 
barkation [sic] point for trade with China...and to minimize 
risks and costs of shipping silver Dollars from Philadelphia 
or New Orleans, in 1859 for the first time the San Francisco 
Mint coined this denomination." The great majority of this 
20,000-piece issue was shipped overseas, and thus the total 
population available to collectors is indeed paltry. The date 
is today accepted as one of the most elusive in circulated 
grades, and essentially unobtainable in Mint State. 

The present example offers a decidedly reflective presenta¬ 
tion with satiny luster over the devices. True, both sides of 
this pale golden-gray piece show bagmarks and scattered 
ticks, but these are nothing more than a minor disturbance. 
Overall boldly impressed, save for a very small amount of 
striking incompleteness on the reverse eagle's highpoints.

in mint state that a collector is likely to acquire in terms of 
sharpness and technical aspects. Lovely satiny devices and 
distinctive prooflike fields exhibit inviting reflectivity and give 
the piece a rather eye-catching appearance. Deep lustrous 
gray with a faint lilac overtone at center giving way to rich 
violet and blue iridescence toward the rims. High-grade Lib¬ 
erty Seated dollars are rare as a class and well appreciated 
by specialists as most were not saved, with the exception of 
the 1859 and 1860 New Orleans coins. Most are frosty and 
highly lustrous. This one stands out as a prooflike example, 
and indeed, it was struck by the dies used for the proofs 
of this year. However, the key to proofs is the depth of the 
strike, as they were struck twice to completely execute the 
designs. This resulted in the sharpest possible definition of 
detail along with high, squared rims, often with fine wires 
that developed in the powerful striking process. Proofs dol¬ 
lars of the 1860s are known to reliably show these features. 
This piece shows no evidence of such and has independently 
been confirmed as a circulation strike by several experienced 
numismatists, including those at NGC who have probably 
examined more such pieces than anyone. A very interesting 
piece from special dies, that give this piece very special char¬ 
acter. It is likely a very rare variant, and hails from the famous 
Frederick W. Geiss Collection sold by B. Max Mehl in 1947.

A scarce date in cir¬ 
culated grades as well as Mint State; an article in the Virginia 
City, Nevada Territorial Enterprise on June 29, 1877 read in 
part: "The 'trades' are not for circulation here. They will be 
shipped to San Francisco and thence to China." Regarding 
the rarity of the date, Dave Bowers wrote: "By any measure, 
the 1877-CC is a rarity in any upper level of Mint State. Only 
at the MS-60 to 62 level do coins come on the market with 
any consistency, and even in this range only about 100 to 160 
are known." Based on all the research, the number of MS- 
63 or finer coins graded thus far by PCGS—39 pieces, finest 
MS-66—suggests to us some resubmissions. The "Teardrop" 
variety with the bottom of each 7 in the date repunched, 
much the same as seen on certain 1877-CC quarters; die ar¬ 
tifacts within the mintmark letters suggests repunching there 
as well. A grand opportunity for trade dollar specialists and 
Carson City Mint aficionados alike.

97,000 pieces, far and away the tiniest circulation strike 
mintage in the series. On July 19, 1878, some 44,148 trade 
dollars were melted; it is presumed that they were all pieces 
dated 1878-CC, leaving a net mintage for the date of 52,852 
pieces, which no doubt accounts for the outright scarcity of 
the date across the grading spectrum. "In Mint State grades, 
the 1878-CC is rare and highly desirable" notes the Bowers 
reference.

being recognized that actual damages may be speculative or difficult to compute, 
or (b) resell a portion or all of the lots held by Stack's Bowers, in a commercially

A UNIQUE RARITY 


from the S.S. Central America Treasure! 



The most important treasure ever found was that of the S.S. 
Central America. Lost in the Atlantic on September 12, 1857, the 
ship went down with several hundred passengers and about $1.6 
million in United States gold coins and ingots from the Gold 
Rush, in an era in which gold was valued at $20.67 per ounce.

In the meantime a close associate of the CGMG was given 
his first choice to buy any ingot—before CGMG offered them

elsewhere. He picked the unique 
Harris &c Marchand gold bar attributed 

to Marysville, California. After this, all the ingots and coins were 
sold; today the aftermarket for the gold treasure is dynamic, and 
purchasers can bask in the warm glow of the appreciation of value. 

In 2004 this unique ingot and other S.S. Central America high¬ 
lights, plus a rich assortment of coins and artifacts, went on a grand 
tour titled GOLD! This traveling exhibit drew visitors from New 
York City to Tokyo, with stops in between. The GOLD! world 
tour ended in Chicago in March 2011, having been viewed by mil¬ 
lions.
